MOSCOW. April 18 (R). — 
Soviet Communist Party lea- 
der Leonid Brezhnev warned 
“imperialist forces and their 
henchmen" today that interfe- 
rence in the fighting in Zaire 
could make the area a dange- 
rous source of tension. 

The Kremlin chiefs comm- 
ents came in a banquet given 
here in honour of Syrian Pre- 
sident Hafez Assad who today 
held a round of talks with So- 
viet leaders on the Middle Ea- 
st situation. 

It was important not only to 
eliminate current conflicts, Mr. 
Brezhnev said in an apparent 
reference to the Middle East, 
but also to avoid creating futu- 
re areas of tension. 

“We have to emphasis this 
in view of the attempts under- 
taken by the imperialist forces 
and their henchman to interfe- 
re in the domestic military con- 
flict in Zaire," be said. 

“If a new and dangerous so- 
urce of tension emerges in 
the centre of Africa, the entire 
responsibility will fall on those 
who violate one of the basic 
principles for inter-state rela- 
tions -- the principle of non- 
interference in domestic affa- 
irs," he said. 

A commentary published by 
the government news agency 
TASS tonight accused the Wes- 
tern powers of attempting to 
enmesh Arab countries in the 
Shaba fighting and said Israel 
was assisting the Zaire govern- 
ment. 

“As is clear from reports co- 
ming in, Tel Aviv has been pr- 
omptly entrusted with the re- 
organisation of Zaire's security 
service and Israeli specialists 
are employed as instructors in 
Zaire army units," TASS said. 

■ — The official -Soviet-press has 
made several veiled references 
to an Israeli presence in Zaire 
but the TASS commentary was 
the first direct statement on 
the subject 

In addition to the presence 
of Moroccan troops, an Egyp- 
tian military delegation had vi- 
sited Kinshasa and, “according 
to other reports, Egyptian ser- 
vicemen have already arrived in 
Zaire,” TASS said. 

Over the past weeks the So- 
viet Union has accused Weste- 
rn countries, Israel and C h i na 
of attempting to meddle in Za- 
ire's affairs, but today Mr. Bre- 
zhnev gave only a^vague warn- 
ing, spelling out no names. 

“Those who meddle in other 
peoples’ affairs and chart a 
course for whipping up the 
conflict situation in Zaire and 
around it must give serious tho- 
ught to the consequences that 
may follow,” the 70-year-old 
leader said. 

The bulk of Mr. Brezhnev’s 
speech tonight however dealt 
with the Middle East, which is 
the main subject of consula- 
tions between Mr. Assad and 
the Soviet leadership. 

Today’s speech stressed that 
Moscow was concerned with 
producing “well-balanced and 
honest proposals.” 

'Tt is natural that the ideas 
we recently made public about 
the possible foundations for b 
just peace in 'the Middle East 
met with a broad and favour- 
able response throughout the 
world as well as from the Arab 
peoples,” he said. 

Mr. Brezhnev also underlined 
the importance of the propo- 


sals for Damascus, and remin- 
ded Mr. Assad that the plan 
would involve the return of oc- 
cupied territory to Syria. 

"We are for the unconditional 
return to Syria and other vic- 
tims of aggression of their age- 
old lands, seized by Israel” he 
said. 


'The friendship of our peo- 
ples is based on the community 
of their viul interests in the 
historic battle for peace and 
social progress, the rich exper- 
ience of long years of ‘struggle 
against any manifestation of 
imperialist aggression,” he 
said. 


Assad: Syrian-Soviet 
relations survived test 


DAMASCUS, April 18 (R). — 
Syrian President Hafez Assad 
said tonight the situation in 
the Middle East remained se- 
rious because of Israeli intran- 


But he hoped that talks be 
is now having in Moscow wo- 
uld help to establish a "a just 
and total peace” and he added 
that he foresaw permanent sta- 
bility soon in south Lebanon. 

President Assad was speak- 
ing at a banquet in the Krem- 
lin during a visit to the Soviet 
Union. The authorities here is- 
sued the text of his remarks. 

The situation in the Middle 
East is now passing through a 
serious stage because of Is- 
rael's intransigence and its fie- 
rce resistance to efforts to es- 
tablish a just peace in the re- 
gion," be said. 

He dwelt in detail on the Le- 
banon. 

Syria was dosely linked wi- 
th Lebanon, he said, and “could 
not remain an onlooker to- 
wards the tragedy which bro- 
therly Lebanon experienced for 
two years. 

Syria had also wished to pre- 
serve the Palestinian movem- 
ent “from local disputes and 
spare its potential for the stru- 
ggle against the Israeli occup- 
iers.” 

“We have succeeded in put- 
ting an end to bloodshed and 
thus saved Lebanon from par- 
tition and rescued the Pales- 
tinian commando movement.” 
President Assad said. 

Fighting had stopped except 
in the south close to Israel 
“where sporadic clashes occur 
and Israel is trying to exploit 
the situation as much as possi- 
ble for its own interests,” he 
added. 

President Assad went on : 
“I believe the situation in the 
south is only temporary and 
permanent stability will prevail 
once (Lebanese) regular forces 
are stationed there.” 


He believed they would go 
there soon. 

President Assad said Syria 
aimed at preserving its friend- 
ship with the Soviet Union, 
which had recently experienc- 
ed probably its most difficult 
test 

The Syrian head of state said 
“the divergence of views with- 
in the framework of mutual re- 
spect and true cooperation can- 
not weaken these relations as 
long as the principles and al- 
ms are firm and efforts to 
achieve them continuing.” 

“Both states have always af- 
firmed the strong Syrian-Soviet 
relations, and their success in 
passing several tests. These re- 
lations probably experienced 
the most difficult of these tests 
iu the last three years and suc- 
cessfully passed them and ove- 
rcame the difficulties they 
met,” the Syrian leader said. 

“We have always been con- 
vinced that the two states sha- 
red identical views in principle 
and based their ties on friend- 
ship, mutual interest and on 
the fact that their strategic 
nature was bound to preserve 
the continuation of their deve- 
lopment,” he added. 

Turning to the Middle East 
and international efforts to 
bring about peace in the reg- 
ion, President Assad said : 
“When both of us advocate 
peace we mean a just and total 
peace. We are also confident 
that solidarity and resort to all 
available means to establish 
peace will inevitably lead to 
such an end.” 

“The world is increasingly 
aware that there can be no just 
peace in the Middle East un- 
less Israel withdraws complet- 
ely from Arab territories occu- 
pied In 1967 and recognises the 
foil rights of the Palestinian 
people, notably the right to 
self-determination,” President 
Assad said.

Allon is “confident” Mideast peace 
conference will be held this year 


PARIS, April 18 (R). — Israeli 
Foreign Minister Ylgal Allon 
said here today he has great 
confidence that an Arab-Isra- 
eli peace conference will be 
held before the end of this year. 

Speaking after talks with Fr- 
ench Foreign Minister Louis 
de Guiringaud, Mr. Allon said 
there could never be a military 
solution to the Arab- Israeli dis- 
pute. 

“The Arab-Israeli conflict can 
be solved through peaceful me- 
ans,” Mr. Allon told reporters, 
that there was no need 
for military or, what he ter- 
med, “terrorist” action. 

“I have great confidence that 
towards the end of this year 
the Geneva peace conference 
will be reconvened," he said. 

Mr. Allon, here after atten- 
ding a meeting of the Socialist 
International in Amsterdam, sa- 
id he was very pleased when 
President Carter told Egyptian 
President Anwar Sadat during 


their recent talks that top pri- 
ority should be given to nego- 
tiating a peace settlement and 
normalising relations between 
Arabs and Israelis- 

Mr. Allon, who is expected 
to become defence minister sh- 
ould the Israeli ruling Labour 
Party win next month's gene- 
ral election, said there was no 
alternative to a political sett- 
lement 

“Israel can win all the bat- 
tles in the Middle East, but 
cannot impose its political solu- 
tion, and the Arabs may lose 
all the wars they wage against 
Israel” and can threaten the 
West with oil embargoes and 
anything else,' (but) “they can- 
not beat the Israelis.” 

"Why have more wars, when 
after the battle we have to get 
together and talk ? So let's 
talk before the battle." 

Mr. Allon also referred to the 
situation in southern Lebanon 
on Israel's northern border, wh- 


ere rightists backed by Israel 
have been involved, in sporadic 
fighting against Palestinians 
and leftists since last Novem- 
ber's ceasefire ended civil war 
in the rest of Lebanon. 

Mr. Allon said Israel would 
not tolerate the military defeat 
of the rightists or interference 
with the Israeli “humanitarian 
facilities" offered to them ac- 
ross the border. 

He listed four conditions for 
the establishment of peace in 
southern Lebanon. These inclu- 
ded that the Arab peace-keep- 
ing force now in Lebanon sho- 
uld not be deployed in the so- 
uth. 

He also said Palestinian att- 
acks on Israeli targets “would 
not be tolerated.” 

Mr. Allon said he eamq to 
Paris privately to see “my fr- 
iend” Mr. de Guiringaud. He 
also came to launch the French 
edition of his book “Israel : 
The Struggle for Hope ”

When it rains, it pours. 

Mr. Andrew Young, the American Ambassador 
to the United Nations, has been talking about the 
Middle East again, an exercise that is virtually gua- 
ranteed to produce statements of negligible intellect- 
ual luminosity. Mr. Young made a statement recently 
in which he is reported to have said: “I had seen 
hatred by people with Ku Klux Klan mentality ba- 
sed on ignorance in the United States. But in Jordan 
I had my first experience of hatred on the part of in- 
tellectuals. It brought terror to my heart. 1 under- 
stood Israel’s need for military support. I understood 
why Israel had to be strong and secure and to cope 
with the hatred of its neighbours.” 

Mr. Young subsequently apologised to the Arab 
delegates at the United Nations for his remarks, and 
the apology has been accepted, so the matter is 
closed. But what is not closed is the process by which 
Americans have been conditioned to say things such 
as Mr. Young said, and it is perhaps appropriate for 
those Western people who are shocked by the Arabs’ 
“hatred” of Israel to critically review what kind of 
hate we are talking about here. 

It is significant that Mr. Young coupled Arab hate 
for Israel with Israeli requirements for military sup- 
port and aid. This is precisely the reaction that 
Zionism has sought (successfully) to bring about in 
the West. Mr. Young does not know it, but very much 
like test subjects in Paviovian experiments, he re- 
acts to Israeli stimuli in a predictable way. The 
Zionist view that is spread throughout the West is 
that the Arabs hate the Israelis and wish to kill all 
Jews, and, therefore, Israel requires military and 
economic support from its friends in order to be able 
to live in peace. The West comes through with the 
support, like Mr. Young comes through with the 
right answers when some pre-programmed emotion- 
al scare buttons are pushed, and the result is perpet- 
ual conflict in the Mdidle East built upon insatiable 
Israeli “security” requirements. 

The fact is that we do hate the Israelis, but only 
because what they have done to the Palestinians and 
to all the Arabs is indeed a hateful thing. It is not 
the same kind of hate that is to be found among the 
Ku Mux Man. A better example, if Mr. Young likes 
the intellectual training-wheels of analogies, is the 
kind of hate that the Americans generated in 
Vietnam. 

Mr. Young is playing basketball with the moral 
underpinnings of his civilisation. Perhaps he should 
take a break and try to understand if this is the re- 
sult of his own intellectual fires or whether it is the 
result of clever Zionist activities. 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 


Three Jordanian dailies com- 
mented in their Monday editor- 
ials on the visits by His Ma- 
jesty King Hussein and Syrian 
President Hafez Assad to Was- 
hington and Moscow respecti- 
vely.

AL RAT, said that it is but 
natural for King Hussein to 
discuss ’ in Washington bilate- 
ral relations and the Middle 
East conflict. For many reas- 
ons, the paper added, he is one 
of the most suitable leaders 
to explain the Arab viewpoint 
He has been closely involved in 
the conflict for the past quar- 
ter of a century. Jordan’s rela- 
tion to the Palestinian problem 
has been a special one. Jordan- 
ian- Palestinian unity. East and 
West of the Jordan River, has 
united the two people's futures. 

President Assad’s visit to Mo- 
scow, the paper added, follows 
the cooling off in relations bet- 
ween Syria and Moscow as a 
result of the Lebanese conflict 
The Arabs have discovered that 
they were nearly sidetracked 
from their policy of balance of 
power between Washington and 
Moscow, which is necessary for 
the success of any peace off- 
ensive at the Geneva confere- 
nce or outside it 

The two visits, tile paper 
concluded, are important and 
complementary to each other, 
in particular, as U.S. and Israeli 
viewpoints at present diverge 
and attempts to resume dip- 
lomatic relations between Mos- 
cow and Tel Aviv have falte- 
red. 

AL DUSTOUR, said that at 
present the Arabs need to dr- 
aw a clearer picture of their 
relations with the new U.S- ad- 
ministration. They also should 
rectify the imbalance of power 
which took place to the bene- 
fit of the U-$. at the detriment 
of the Soviet Union. Washing- 
ton is the party most concern- 
ed in ffadfag a poli ti ca l peace 
settlement 

Not that to only concern is 
to protect Israel, but to imple- 
ment UN. peace resolutions ad- 
opted after the June 1967 war 


and to protect the privileged 
position it had acquired in the 
Arab World as a result of its 
policies which led to the disen-' 
gagement agreements. The U.S. 
is also the place of choice 
where Israel acts to counter 
peace offensives, using its lo- 
cal American Zionist pressure 
groups. 

King Hussein, the paper con- 
cluded, goes to Washington in 
a strong position as he repre- 
sents a solid and cohesive Arab 
bloc, while his Syrian compan- 
ion enjoys the same position 
with the Syrian position and 
influence in there region behind 
him. 

AL SHA’B, said that His Ma- 
jesty’s visits to London and 
Washington are placed in the 
framework of Jordan’s ever ac- 
tive policy aimed at explaining 
to all parties the Jordanian

Ethiopia is predo- 
minantly Christlan,butthepro- 
vince of Eritrea, controlling 
Ethiopia’s Red Sea coast, is 
mainly Moslem. 

If such a scheme were suc- 
cessful Israel would be the first 
to suffer. 

Officials of the Eritrean 1 Lib- 
ration Front (ELF) say Israel 
has trained Ethiopian troops 
to be used against them and 
that it has the use of bases in 
Ethiopia near the southern end 
of the Red Sea. 

The . Eritrean war, the forth- 
coming independence from Fra- 
nce of the neighbouring Terri- 
tory of the Afars and the Issas 
(Djibouti), and a handful of 
other local struggles in Ethi- 
opia make the region highly un- 
stable. 

Despite Arab charges of an 
Israeli presence in the country, 
the rulers in Addis Ababa are 
close to the most avowed “re- 
volutionary” of all Arab lead- 
ers, Col. Muammar Qadhafl of 
Libya. 

Arab diplomats, puzzling 
over the links between Addis 
Ababa and Tripoli, say they 
see them in the context of their 
common hostility towards Pre- 
sident Jaafar Nimeiri of Sudan. 

President Anwar Sadat of 
Egypt, the prime target of Col. 
Qadhafi’s wrath, is closely al- 
lied to the Sudanese leader, 
and each has accused Libya of 
fomenting troubles in his coun- 
try. 

Ethiopia's Lt- CoL Mengistu 
Hail e-Mariam, angered at Su- 
dan's support for the Eritreans, 
has accused Khartoum of open 
aggression against Ethiopia. 

Into this bubbling political 
cauldron were thrown last 
month the visit to Libya, Ethio- 
pia, Somalia and Southern Ye- 
men of Cuban President Fidel 
Castro, whose troops fought 
last year in the Angolan civil 
war. 

Soon afterwards Soviet Pre- 
sident Nikolai Podgorny stopp- 
ed off in the Somali capital of 
Mogadishu on his way home 
from visiting more southerly 
African capitals- 

The rival diplomacy of Saudi 
Arabia has been active at two 
regional summit conferences, 
each involving Riyadh’s friend 
Gen.- Nimeiri. 

The first, at the end of 
February, was held in Khar- 
toum. There President Hafez 
Assad of Syria joined the Suda- 
nese and Egyptian leaders, and 
they agreed to create a joint 
political command. 

It reinforced President Nimei- 
ri’s position in the face of Libya 
and involved Syria in the sou- 
thern Red Sea region, where it 
too could be affected by Israeli 
influence. 

The second summit, after the 
Castro and Podgorny visits, 
brought together the leaders of 
Sudan, North and- South Ye- 
men, and Somalia in the old 
Yemeni royal capital of Taiz. 

hi what could be interpret- 
ed as a response to Ethiopian 
charges that the Arabs wanted 
to make the Red Sea an Arab 
lake, the four leaders called for 
it to be a zone of peace. 

In April Saudi Foreign 
Minister Prince Saud A! Faisal 
went on his own brief tour of 
the region, calling at Moga- 
dishu and the capitals of the 
two Yemens, Sanaa and Aden. 

Officially his visits were sta- 
ted to be just for exchanges of 
views, but observers here had 
no doubt he was eager to know 
wbat passed when Dr. Castro 
and Mr. Podgorny called. 

It is still an open question 
how for the Cuban leader was 
seeking merely to inform him- 
self, and to what extent he was 
the herald of a communist 
world hoping to make strate- 
gic advances.

The Eritrean Liberation Front 
(ELF) took the Cuban leader’s 
visit to Addis Ababa seriously 
enough to warn the Soviet Uni- 
on, closely allied to Cuba, in 
private diplomatic contacts, 
against Cuban troops being 
uSed against the Eritreans. 

ELF officials say they believe 
the leader of Cuban military 
advisors in Ethiopia has visit- 
ed Asmara, the Eritrean capi- 
tal still in the government’s 
hands, to assess the situation 
there. 

The troubles of the southern 


Red Sea region defy classifi- 
cation at present in terms df 
the traditional alignments of 
international politics. 

Two of the Arab World's 
most implacable ideological 
enemies, the Baathist rulers of 
Syria and Iraq, are the Eritre- 
ans’ most important sources of 
arms. 

GoJ. Qadhafl, the ardent fi- 
ghter for Islam, ally of atheist 
Moscow and foe of Zionist 
Israel, is allied to the Christian 
rulers of Ethiopia against the 
Sudanese friends of the Erit- 
reans.

Whatever became of ’Euro- 
pe's Cuba ?* Just three years 
after the Portuguese revolu- 
tion of April 1974 that brought 
the country under the rule of 
extreme leftwing soldiers, the 
threat of a communist take- 
over has shrunk almost to 
nothing. Not all nightmares 
come true. 

For the past year a demo- 
cratically-elected Socialist gov- 
ernment has presided in Lisbon. 
The army is back in its bar- 
racks (and cut from the 210,000 
men of colonial days to just 
26,000). Even the economy, 
though scarcely booming, has 
not suffered the predicted col- 
lapse into bankruptcy. How did 
such a powerful Marxist move- 
ment disintegrate so fast? 

The main answer is that its 
power was always more appa- 
rent than real. The radical left 
wing in' the army was made up 
mainly of conscript officers and 
soldiers who were converted to 
Marxism by the unending colo- 
nial wars against African Mar- 
xists, not of regular soldiers. 

There were some middle- 
rank regular officers in the 
leadership of the Armed Forces 
Movement that ruled the coun- 
try in 1974-75, but their radical 
base of support shrank steadi- 
ly as the conscripts dwindled 
away. Yet they could not stop 
the process: The d em a n d for 
demobilisation was too strong. 

The Portuguese Co mm u n ists 
were also greatly over-rated 
as a power in the country. 
They dominate the trade union 
movement, which gives them 
major influence in the indus- 
trial belt around Lisbon. Else- 
where, however, they are influ- 
ential only in the extreme sou- 
th -- the Alentejo -- where 
they won support by organis- 
ing the break-up of the huge, 
semi-feudal agricultural estates 
and distributing the land to 
the peasants. 

It was because the commu- 
nists realised their weakness 
that they allied themselves so 
closely to the Armed Forces 
Movement, but they never suc- 


ceeded in dominating it. For 
one thing, Portugal’s Commu- 
nists,' led by Alvaro Cunhal, 
have remained a rigidly autho- 
ritarian, almost Stalinist party 
(they were pointedly excluded 
from the recent Eurocommunist 
s ummi t- meeting in Madrid), 
while the military radicals were 
enchanted by romantic notions 
of ‘people’s power 1 . 

The appearance of popular 
support for the far left in the 
early days of the revolution 
was deceptive. It was partly 
simple relief at the end of a 
repressive 40-year dictat orship , 
and partly sheer delight in the 
twenty-month spending spree 
that followed. 

Many people’s incomes doub- 
led in a year, and the dictator- 
ship’s carefully husbanded re- 
serves were dissipated by a na- 
tion acting like a drunken sail- 
or on shore leave. But when

same year as Queen Elizabeth 
O. The King is as well known 
to the average British house- 
hold as any internationally 
known personality. 

It is interesting to note that 
although Britain is going thro- 
ugh an economic crisis, her 
programme of economic coo- 
peration with Jordan will con- 
tinue. Just before the end of 
1976 Chancellor Denis Healey 
was forced to introduce harsh 
restrictions to help the British 
economy. Some £50 million will 
be lopped from the overseas 
cooperation programme, but 
not one penny will be cut from 
projects pledged for Jordan. 

In 1967 London and Amman 
agreed that budgetary aid sho- 
uld be stopped, and in its place 
a scheme for financing major 
projects was drawn up. Jor- 
dan's three-year plan, for exa- 
mple .was backed by Britain to 
the time of £1L4 million --an 
. increase of £1.4 million over 
*..*?. the-> planned figure to take -ac- 
count of inflation. 

Furthermore, the five-year 
plan for the period 1976-80 wffl 
be supported by between €12 
million and £14 million from 
Britain's Ministry of Overseas 
Development 

Where has the money gone? 
In the past ten years, British 


capital aid has been spent on 
many different projects inclu- 
ding: electricity supply in Am- 
man and northern Jordan, wa- 
ter supply in and around Irbid, 
dams in the Jordan Valley, af- 
forestation at Wadi Zarqa, and 
irrigation schemes at Wadi 
DhuJeil and Karak Hasa. A se- 
cond benefidation plant has al- 
so been provided for the Jor- 
dan Phosphate-Mines Company 
and well in excess of £1 milli on 
has been spent on the develop- 
ment of Aqaba airport. 

But when the money is ad- 
ded up, it cannot match the 
good dime by human contact 
between two nations. Whatever 
the value of financial help, it 
is the personal contact that 
will have the more lasting in- 
fluence on Anglo-Jordanian fri- 
endship.

Carter prepares U.S. for 



energy 



WASHINGTON. April 18 (R). 
— President Carter goes on 
television tonight to tell Ame- 
ricans, the world's most pro- 
fligate consumers of energy, 
that they will have to mend 
their wasteful ways. 

He will be trying to win sup- 
port for the nation’s first com- 
prehensive energy policy, the 
framing of which he has des- 
cribed as “one of the most 
challenging and, in some deg- 
rees, unpleasant undertakings 
! have ever assumed." 

While details of his policy 
have not yet been officially re- 
leased, administration sources 
say Mr. Carter will be painting 
a grim “the end is near" pic- 
ture of a world with dwindl- 
ing fuel resources. 

He has already made it cle- 
ar everyone is going to have 
to pay a lot more for energy. 

The president has indicated 
he is going to have to sell 
hard the idea of an energy 
"crisis" to a sceptical public 


which sees no signs of short- 
ages as it roars down roads 
in big petrol-guzzling cars. 

Recent public opinion polls 
show that more than half of 
the population has yet to be 
convinced there is energy- crisis 
at all. 

The administration will also 
face a selling job in Congress. 

Key provisions oF the new 
energy policy are expected to 
be : 

- - Standby authority to tax 
petrol 10 cents a gallon - - tak- 
ing up to 50 cents -- ih every 
year that consumption rises 
above an established ceiling le- 
vel. 

- - Heavy new taxes on dom- 
estic oil production which 
would bring domestically pro- 
duced crude oil prices into 
line with the international pri- 
ce of about 12 dollars a bar- 
rel compared with the pre- 
sent five to six dollars. 

- - A penalty or tax on cars 
which do not meet strict fuel

consumption requirements. 

- - An end to price regulation 
of newly discovered oil and 
natural gas as an incentive to 
oil companies to increase do- 
mestic exploration. 

. - - A tax or. the industrial 
use of natural gas and a higher 
ceiling on the price of oil and 
gas shipped between states, 
which is controlled by federal 

regulations. 

- - Some way to return the 
money from the increased tax- 
es to the public so that the 
overall cost of the package 
would not be appreciably high- 
er, but would incline consumers 
to restrict energy use. 

Commenting on the policy. 
Sen. William Proxmire. Chair- 
m^gjr of the Senate Banking 
Committee, said he was as 
sceptical about the concept of 
an energy crisis as the public 
was. 

He said oil companies and 
Arab oil producing countries 
were the only source of rnf&r- 


mation about world reserves 
and both groups profited from 
charging more for a supposed- 
ly scarce commodity which 
conceivably was not scare at 
• all. 

.Mr. Proxmire cailed for an 
independent government study 
of world fossil fuel reserves. 

Mr. Carter acknowledged at 
a press conference on Friday 
that almost anybody could find 
something in the policy to ob- 
ject to. 

"I hope in balance thought 
that it will be assessed as fair, 
equitable and necessarv," he 
said. 

The president is due to take 
his energy policy to Congress 
on Wednesday. 

Congressional observers said 
that while some aspects of the 
policy, such as those involving 
tax incentives to conserve en- 
ergy. would get a receptive he- 
aring, the more unpopular me- 
asures, particularly proposed 
petrol tax increases, would 
face stiff resistance. 


VIENNA, April IS (AFP). — 
Economists from the oil coun- 
tries today met for a look at 
the two-tier pricing arrange- 
ment applied since Jan. 1 and 
the long-standing question of 
rebates. 

The two-tier scheme began 
when 11 members of the Or- 
ganisation of Petroleum -Expor- 
ting Countries (OPEC) raised 
the oil rate 10 per cent with 
another five per cent to fol- 
low in July, while Saudi Ara- 
bih and the Emirates opted 
for a single five per cent in- 
crease last January. 

A big eff'-ri has been made 
recently behind the scenes to 


terminate the arrangements 
and get back to unified pri- 
cing. The experts here were 
examining the arithmetic in- 
volved in various alternative 
compromise formulas. They we- 
re also once more probing the 
rebates systems which OPEC 
countries want to simplify. Re- 
bates are at present based on 
geographical location of sup- 
plies. quality and other fac- 
tors. 

The Economists were meet- 
ing as the OPEC Economic 
Committee, the gathering be- 
ing described as “a routine 
session”. It will last several 
days no repart or communi- 
que was expected. 


TEL AVIV, April 18 <R>. — 
Israel’s Trade Union Federa- 
tion has withdrawn backing 
for striking merchant marine 
officers, described by a union 
official as “drunk with power." 

The strikers say their crews 
are earning nr-re than officers 
following recent increases in 
wages and for “dirty work" 
on ship.

GENEVA, April IS (R). — Ne- 
gotiations to revive an inter- 
national agreement regulating 
free market trade in sugar op- 
ened here today with the Uni- 
ted States and the European 
Economic Community (EEC) 
expected to play vital roles. 

Neither the U.S.. the wor- 
ld's biggest sugar importer, nor 
the nine-nation community, the 
largest producer, are members 
of an existing sugar pact whi- 
ch for the past three years 
has beer, unable to influence 
market prices because it con- 
tains no economic clauses. 

Conference sources believe 
no new accord could work ef- 
fectively without at least one 
of the two trading giants join- 
ing All the world's leading 
producers and consumers are 
attending the six-week nego- 
tiating session under the aus- 
pices of the United Nations 
Conference on Trade and De- 
velopment (UNCTAD). 

They will be watching do- 
sei> how the U.S. delegation 
applies in practice President 
Carter’s administration’s revi- 
sed policy towards commodity 
stabilisation agreements. 

Previous Republican admini- 
strations have opposed attem- 
pt to regulate world commo- 
dity prices. Bui President Ca- 
rter and Agriculture Secreta- 
ry Bob Berg land are commit- 
ted to seeking some kind of 
international arrangements to 
stabilise sugjr prices, and the 
Geneva negotiations will be 


the first major test of this 
policy. 

The nine-nation European 
Common Market will be unable 
to present a unified stand at 
the start of the talks because 
France and Belgium, its largest 
sugar exporters, do not want 
to be tied down to a joint 
EEC position at this stage, of- 
ficials in Brussels said. 

But they may review their 
stance next month when EEC 
foreign ministers meet in Bru- 
ssels on May 5. Tne Geneva 
conference continues until 
May 27. 

Leading exporters attending 
the negotiations are Cuba, 
Brazil and Australia which has 
said it will seek an agreement 
with effective economic provi- 
sions to stabilise prices. Ca- 
nada, Japan and the Soviet 
Union are among -the biggest 
importers participating. 

The conference will be the 
ninth set of talks on sugar 
held under U.N. auspices in the 
past 25 years. During this pe- 
riod world sugar production 
has more than 'doubled to ab- 
out S5 million tonnes. The free 
market price has fluctuated fr- 
om an average of 1.88 U.S. 
cents a pound in 1966-68 to 
8.36 cents in 1972-73, rising to 
nearly 30 cents in 1974. At pr- 
esent it is about 10 cents a 
pound. 

The pact under negotiation 
here will regulate the world 
free market in sugar which 
amounts to about only betwe- 


en 10 and 20 per cent of total 
world sales. The remainder is 
traded under some form of 
agreement or govemment-to- 
govemment barter deal. 

Attempts in 1973 to extend 
an existing 1968 sugar agree- 
ment failed because exporters 
ana Importers could not agree 
or. a price range. They decided 
instead to conclude a purely 
administrative accord without 
economic provisions governing 
prices and export quotas.

cut its bank rate to spur eco- 
nomic growth. 

Surplus for the i976 financial 
year, which ended last month, 
was 3.26 billion dollars accord- 
ing to preliminary finance min- 
istry figures It was the first 
since 1972 and compared with 
a deficit of 1.77 billion dollars 
ir. 1975. 

The Bank of Japan said the 
bank rate would be cut from 
six to five per cent from tomor- 
row following a 0.5 per cent 
reduction last month. The in- 
tention was to encourage low- 
er interest rates and accelerate 
economic recovery, a spokes- 
man said. 


The finance ministry said last 
year's trade surplus nearly 
doubled to 11.18 billion dollars 
with both exports and imports 
sharply up. 

But the deficit on "invisibles" 
-- such as freight, insurance, 
tourism and transfers - - also 
grew to a record 6.5 billion and 
further inroads into the overall 
surplus were made by a defi- 
cit of 1.64 billion dollars in the 
long term capital balance. 

The ministry said reduced 
foreign investment in Japanese 
stock was responsible for the 
worsening of the latter deficit 
which in 1975 amounted to only 
260 million dollars. 

it added that the overall tra- 
de balance for March jumped 
to 940 million dollars compared 
with 453 million dollars in Feb- 
ruary' and 654 million dollars 
in March last vear.

Western shipping industries

LONDON (F.T.j — There 
was surprise and delight when 
the Polish Prime Minister, Mr. 
Piotr Jaroszewicz, placed an 
order with British shipyards 
for no fewer than 22 ships on 
a recent visit to London. 

Like shipyards the world 
over, the British have felt the 
sharp pinch of world recession 
and any business is welcome. 
Yet here were the Poles, al- 
ready one of the largest ship- 
builders in the world, placing 
orders worth over £100 mil- 
lion. 

The contract will provide 
work for several years and 
create thousands of jobs. It 
all seems too good to be true. 

But some aspects to the deal 
make it look less wonderful. 
The exact form of payment is 
buried in a parallel deal under 
which the ships will be jointly 
operated by Britain and Poland. 
And doubtless the British gov- 
ernment wanted the business 
to help along its planned na- 
tionalisation of shipbuilding. 

But the fact remains that 
the shipyards of communist 
East Europe and bulging with 
business, so much so that the 
Poles with their three large 
modem yards on the Baltic 
coast can take no more orders 
until 1980. Other seaboard na- 
tions like East Germany. Bul- 
garia and Romania are build- 
ing new shipyards and the 
Russians too. are looking for 
ships in the West. 

Because of the expense of 
buying such vessels on world 
markets, the Eastern Bloc tried 
to develop them themselves. 
Vast resources were poured in- 
to shipyards over the last ten 
years, particularly in Poland 
and the Soviet Union, with the 
result that many of the new 
types can now be produced. 

Poland, the largest merchant 
shipbuilder in the Soviet bloc, 
built just over 1 million tons 
of seagoing shipping in 1975, 
including general cargo ships, 
container ships, ferries, liners. 


■gas tankers and ro-ro earners. 
'A speciality is fishing vessels, 
of which it is the second largest 
producer in the world after 
Japan. 

In the last two years it has 
built 150.000 ton bulk carriers. 
But because of space shortages 
a; the Gdansk yards, these had 
to be built in two separate hal- 
ves, and then welded together. 

Many of these ships are be- 
ing built for Russia, where 
shipyards are used mainly for 
naval vessels. The Russians 
import two tons of mer- 
chant shipping for every one 
they produce themselves. But 
the new Soviet five year plan 
also provides for a big expan- 
sion of shipbuilding capacity. 

Up to five more Crimea class 
supertankers will be built in 
the Baltic shipyards. Work is 
reported to have started on a 
350,000 ton Soyuz class tanker, 
though when it will be launch- 
ed is not known. The Russians 


are also building container 
ships, ro-ro ships and bulk 
carriers in the 35,000 to 50,000 
ton range. 

The Eastern bloc's most gal- 
lant e&Ort is being made by 
Bulgaria, a country of only 8' 
million with no strong ship- 
building traditions. last year 
it launched a 100,000 ton tank- 
er at the Varna shipyard with 
help from the Poles, and it 
plans to build nine mote, with 
variations to broaden- their use. 
Bulgaria is also building a se- 
ries of smaller vessels which it 
will swap with the Russians 
for a Crimea class tanker. 

Neighbouring' Romania' is 
only just behind, building a 
150,000 ton tanker and ore 
carrier which it . plans to launch 
this year. By 1980, Romania 
hopes to build 200 ships, total- 
ling 3 million tons. 

Another reason for this great 
shipbuilding drive is the com- 
munist world’s' determination 
to carry as much of its cargo 
as possible in its own ships, 
whose running costs are more 
economical due to cheaper fuel 
and lower crew’s wages. 

Ships built in East European 
yards are also less expensive 
to buy thanks to cheaper lab- 
our and raw materials like 


steel. The main expense is of- 
ten the highly sophisticated ; 
electronic navigation and can- „ 
trol systems necessary for 
modem vessels -- and these . 
have to be imported from the

MOSCOW (AFP). — Moscow 
taxi drivers are complaining th- 
at trade has dwindled since 
fares were doubled on April 

Taxis were previously in su- 
ch demand in the Soviet capi- 
tal that they could never be 
found, and now, ignored by 
the Muscovites they wait in 
long queues outside stations. 

Drivers have asked the So- 
viet authorities to reconsider 
the fare increases -- someth- 
ing that has never occurred 
ir. Moscow before. 

Overnight the minimum fare 
and the di sta n ce rate have be- 
en put up 100 per cent by gov- 
ernment decision. 

The minimum fare and the 
rate per kilometre, previously 
10 kopeks (13 cents), have 
increased to 20 kopeks (26 
cents). 

This means that a trip from 
the city centre to Sheremetie- 
vc. airport, for example, now 
costs eight rubles (11 dollars) 
instead of four (five and half 
dollars). 

Apparently without any or- 
ganised effort, Muscovites, wh- 
ose salaries average 150 rub- 


les (200 dollars) a month, ha- 
ve decided with unprecedented 
resolve that they were no lon- 
ger able to take taxis and th- 
at public transport is much 
cheaper. 

The cab driver is the main 
loser. According to the system 
in Moscow, the driver has a 
minimum salary of around 190 
rubles (253 dollars) a month, 
more than the average wage 
of other categories of work- 
ers. 

If he covers a certain dis- 
tance per day and takes an 
average of more than 35 rub- 
les (320 dollars), to which are 
added tips -- given less freq- 
uently in the Soviet Union than 
in the West -- the driver can 
earn the maximum wage. 

With the new rates and the 
negative reaction they have sp- 
arked off, drivers are now ear- 
ning only their minimum wa- 
ge. 

They are making fewer jour- 
neys and no longer reach the 
daily distance that secures th- 
eir takings averaging 35 rubles 
which would put their salaries 
up to the maximum, and in ad- 
dition they are. receiving few- 
er tips. 

Unofficial Soviet sources sa- 
id the discontented drivers had - 
asked the authorities to reduce 
the increase which they have 
just imposed.

# TOKYO, April 18 (AFP). — Japan has successfully developed 
its own methods of getting uranium from phosphate rock.

The j 
company will be formed by the National Iranian Oil Company 
and the Italian State Group E.N.I. This would be a 50-50 arran- 
gement A: the same time Iran will supply E.N.I. with five mil- 
lion tons of crude oil per annum, and this will be distributed, after 
refining, by the new joint Firm. 

5$ HELSINKI, April 36 (AFP). — Shipping movements in Finland 
were scheduled to come to a virtual halt at 22:00 GMT today 
when chief mechanics on ships and tugs begin a strike for an 
indefinite period, their trade union said. The strike is in support 
of a stoppage by power station staff who downed tools three 
weeks ago. Finnish ships would be stopped at the first available 
Finnish port while foreign ships would be assisted into port, 
though not for departures the union said. 

# KUWAIT, April 18 (R). — Dr. Saeb Jaroudi of Lebanon was 
re-elected president of the Arab Fund for Economic and Social 
Development (AFESDJ for a three year period. This was announc- 
ed at the end of a two-day annual conference of the fund's board 
of governors attended by the finance ministers or their represen- 
tatives of the 20 member-states of the Arab League.

continues

BAHRAIN. April 18 (R). — 
Egyptian Vice President Husni 
Mubarak arrived here today 
from Tehran on the seventh leg 
of his Middle East tour to br- 
ief Arab heads of state on Pre- 
sident Anwar Sadat's recent 
visits to the United States, We- 
st Germany and France. 


He said in Kuwait yesterday 
that after his talks with Mr. 
Sadat, President Carter was 
now convinced of the need to 
create a Pales tinian state. But, 
he said, the U.S. administration 
was not likely to declare its 
position before the forthcoming 
talks between President Carter 
and other Middle Eastern lea- 
ders. 


Mr. Mubarak today called on 


Shah Mohammad Reza Pahlavi 
at the Nia varan palace in Teh- 
ran. 

Informed sources said Mr. 
Mubarak delivered a message 
from President Sadat. 

Mr. Mubarak, who arrived 
last night, has already visited 
Jordan, Syria, Saudi Arabia, 
Kuwait and Iraq.

MADRID, April 18 (R). — 
King Jnan Caries of Spate 
today formally called gene- 
ral elections on June 15. 

A royal decree setting the 
date for the country’s first 
free ejections in more than 
40 years appeared hi the 
Official Gazette. 

The Spanish gove rnment 
last week announced the 
date for the elections after 
a cabinet meeting. 

The elections are for a 
two-bouse parliament inten- 
ded to rewrite the autho- 
ritarian laws of the late 
Gen. Franco. 

King Juan Carlos starts 
a five-day visit to West Ge- 
rmany tomorrow where he 
is expected to receive Impo- 
rtant hacking for his efforts 
to lead Spate to democra- 
cy. 

Though the late Gen. 
Franco was a friend and 
ally of Adolf Hitler, it will 
be the first state visit to 
Germany by a Spanish head 
of state in 60 years. 

The S9-year old king will 
hold talks with President 
Walter Scheel, Chancellor 
prrimnt Schmidt and For- 
eign Minister Hans Dietrich 
Genscber. 

Support from West Ger- 
many, an advocate of 
Spain’s entry into the Eu- 
ropean Common Market, is 
particularly important at a 
Hrm* when the Madrid go- 
vernment’s efforts at demo- 
cracy have aroused military 
dissent 

The Navy Minister, Admi- 
ral Gabriel Pita da Veiga, 
resigned last week in pro- 
test against the governm- 
ent’s decision to lift a 38- 
year old ban on the Com- 
munist Party.

ZAMBOANGA CITY, Philippin- 
es. April IS (Agencies) — Vo- 
'ters appeared today to have re- 
jected a plan to merge 13 sou- 
thern Philippines provinces into 
a single autonomous region 
and left the areas which has 
seen a four-year Moslem rebel- 
lion no nearer a solution. 


An unofficial count from Za- 
mboanga City in the south sh- 
owed a near 90 per cent vote 
against the merger in yester- 
day’s referendum on the plan.

The autonomy proposals is 
part of a compromise formula 
put forward by Libya to end 
the conflict which has already 
cost more than 10,000 lives. 

Col. Qadhafi mediated In 
peace talks between the Phili- 
ppines government and the ma- 
in rebel movement, the Moro 
National Liberation Front 
(MNLF) which boycotted yes- 
terday’s vote. 

The MNLF has consistently 
complained that the 10 refe- 
rendum questions were weigh- 
ted against them.

ly five, whether they agreed 
to be formed into a single au- 
tonomous region with a flag 
seal, security force, national la- 
nguage and virtual MNLF con- 
trol, or whether they would 
accept a series of autonomous 
regions covering the entire co- 
untry.

TEL AVIV, April 18 (R). — 
Prime M i ni ster Yitzhak Rabin 
bowed out of power yesterday 
after his wife was fined 250,000 
Israeli pounds for a foreign 
currency offence. 


An official communique said 
that Mr. Rabin told cabinet 
colleagues that he was taking 
leave of absence as from next 
Friday - - the day after Israel’s 
"29th anniversary celebra- 
tions". 

He named Defence Minister 
Shimon Peres as acting prem- 
ier in bis place. 

Mrs. Leah Rabin had pleaded 
guilty in a Tel Aviv court to 
holding illegal savings and che- 


quing accounts in .a Washing- 
ton bank. She was fined 
250,000 Israeli pounds (about 
£16,000) by Judge Dov Levin. 

Judge Levin offered Mrs. 
Rabin the alternative of serv- 
ing a year in prison, but her 
lawyer said' she would pay the 
heavy fine. 

Her husband, who was him- 
self fined 15,000 Israeli pounds 
(about ’£1,000) last week for 
bis part in the violation of 
currency laws .went to the co- 
urt with his wife but did not 
enter the building. 

He had already announced 
that be would withdraw from

NEW YORK, April 18 (R). 
— New Yorkers opposed to the 
Anglo-French Concorde say they 
will return in force to Kennedy 
Airport every week if necessary 
in their campaign to block land- 
ing rights for the supersonic 
airliner here. 

The protestors made the 
threat yesterday after failing 
to snarl up traffic round the 
airport by driving their cars 
slowly at two-abreast on ap- 
proach roads. 

Airport police thwarted the 
protest of 500 motorists who 
did turn up at the airport 

One protest leader said 
many were discouraged by a 
ban on the demonstration is- 
sued by a judge on Friday, 

The protestors had predicted 
that about 2,000 cars would 
clog the roads. A similar pro- 
test in February last year seve- 
rely jammed access to the air- 
port. 

The demonstration was inten- 
ded to bring local fears about 
Concorde noise to the atten- 
tion of Federal Judge Milton 


Pollack, who is to hear a case 
on April 28 on whether the 
jetliner should be granted land- 
ing rights at New York. 

The Port Authority of New 
York and New Jersey, which 
runs the airport, said police 
managed to keep traffic moving 
by breaking up the stream of 
protest vehicles, and people ar- 
riving at the airport were de- 
layed by only a maximum of 
45 minutes. 

Airlines reported no delays 
in their flights due to the pro- 
test rally. 

Protest leader Gerald Ewald 
told a news conference he 
thought the demonstration was 
a success. 

“It’s a huge success. It’s the 
most successful (protest) to 
date,” he said. 

Mr. Ewald, who heads a 
group called Return Our Ame- 
rican Rights (ROAR), said the 
lower-than-expected turnout 
was partly due to the court 
order banning the protest, and 
because it had been boycotted 
by some other anti-Concorde 
groups. 


The port authority has re- 
fused so far to grant Concorde 
landing rights even though for- 
mer U.S. Transportation Secre- 
tary William Coleman last year 
agreed to a 16-month trial for 
the airliner at Kennedy and at 
Washington's Dulles Airport,

Herr Brandt, President of 
the Socialist International, cha- 
ired the meeting of leading so- 
cial democrats, mostly from 
Western Europe at an Amster- 
dam hotel.

chancellor said the meeting dis- 
cussed not only detente in Eu- 
rope and Western preparations 
for the 35-nation European se- 
curity review conference in Be- 
lgrade next June, but several 
'other issues as welL 

These Included how to stop 
the spread of nuclear weapons, 
East-West disarmament negoti- 
ations and the North-South 
Dialogue between industriali- 
sed and developing nations. 

Speaking at a press confe- 
rence Herr Brandt said grave 
concern was expressed about 
developments in Africa. But he 
indicated there was no agree- 
ment on a call by French Soci- 
alist delegates to condemn Pre- 
sident Giscard d'Estaing for se- 
nding military planes to help 
Zaire.

# NEW DELHI, April 18 (AFP). — Fresh elections will be held 
for the legislatures of nine out of India's 22 Constituent States, 
it was announced here today. The decision was disclosed at a 
press conference by Interior Minister Charan Singh immediately 
after a meeting of the federal cabinet headed by new Prime Mi- 
nister, Morarj: Desai. Mr. Singh said the government took the 
decision in view of what he claimed was the uncertainty prevail- 
ing in these states where the Congress Party was completely rout- 
ed in the recent parliamentary polls. The Congress controls the 
provincial governments in all the nine States of Uttar Pradesh, 
Bihar, Punjab, Haryana, Himachal Pradesh, Rajstan, Madhya Pra- 
desh, Orissa and West Bengal.

PARIS, April 18 (AFP). — 
The Franco-African summit 
here on April 20 and 21 will 
discuss the situation in Zaire 
and other political issues al- 
though most of its agenda will 
deal with economic and mone- 
tary matters informed French 
sources said here yesterday. 

The rebel “invasion” of Zai- 
re's copper-rich Shaba (ex- 
Katanga) Province and the 
French decision to airlift mili- 
tary equipment for the Moroc- 
can expeditionary force sent to 
prop up the Zairese army will 
figure prominently in the agen- 
da item devoted to a survey 
of the problems facing Africa. 

At last year’s summit here, 
representatives of France and 
19 African and Indian Ocean 
nations had already expressed 
their concern over great pow- 
ers' meddling in the affairs of 
Africa. "Africa to the Afri- 
cans' had been the dominant 
theme. 

But since then, the situation 
in Africa has continued to de- 
teriorate. "The security of a 
great African state with which 
we have cooperation agree- 
ments has been threatened by 
elements coming from outside 
its borders," French President 
Valery Giscard d'Estaing said 
about Zaire early this week. 

Speaking not only on Fran- 
ce’s behalf but also for Europe, 
the French leader said that 
Europe could not take the risk 
of staying aloof from current 
events in Africa. 

France's stand on the Zai- 
rese issue was landed last 
Friday by the current Chair- 
man of the Organisation of Af- 
rican Unity (OAU), Sir Seewoo- 
sagur Rangoolam. 

“I endorse the initiative of 
Morocco and France toward 
Zaire,” said the prime minister 
of Mauritius. 

Observers here believe that 
President Giscard d'Estaing will 
try to impress on African 
leaders the need to dose ranks 
and present a united front in 
front of foreign hegemonies. 

Participants at the summit 
will review the world economic 
and monetary situation with 
particular emphasis on infla- 
tion, the North-South Dialogue 
and the deterioration of the 
terms of trade. 


They will also assess the 
state of the following aid funds: 
-- The Special Development 
Fund for Africa, first conceived 
at last year’s Franco-African 
summit and to be financed by 
industrialised European coun- 
tries. 

-- The African Develop- 
ment Fund, created in Abidjan 
five years ago by the African 
Development Bank. It grants 
low-interest (9.75 per cent) 
loans repayable over 40 years 
to the poorest African states. 
France already contributed a 16 
million francs ($3-2 million) 
annuity out of a total pledge 
of 50 million francs ($10 mil- 
lion).

light shed 
on evolution 
from ape to man 


HONG KONG, April 18 
(Agencies) — The fossilised 
jaw-bone of an ape which li- 
ved some eight million years 
ago and showed signs of ev- 
olution towards man has be- 
en found in the southwest 
China Province of Yunnan, 
the New China News Agen- 
cy reported yesterday. 

The agency said the lower 
jaw-bone was well preserved 
but two central incisor teeth 
were missing. 

It had some important fea- 
tures indicating toe transiti- 
on from ape to man, jfimfiwr 
to those o t Ramapitbecus, 
which is generally believed 
to be the distant ancestor 
of homo sapiens, the agency 
said. 

The jaw-bone, the first of 
its kind found in the world, 
would supply new scientific 
data for the study of the 
origin of man, the agency 
added, "It supplies new sci- 
entific data for studying the 
theory of the origin of man 
and expounding Engels's fa- 
mous essay on toe part pla- 
yed by labour in the transi- 
tion from ape to man,”- the 
agency concluded.

Eight heads of state and 
three prime ministers have co- 
nfirmed their decision to attend 
the Franco-African summit 
Wednesday and Thursday in 
Dakar, Senegal. 

Besides French President 
Giscard d’Estaing, the summit 
will group heads of state Le- 
opold Sengbor (Senegal), Felix 
Houphouet-Boigny (Ivory Co- 
ast), Maj. Gen. Juvenal Habya- 
limana (Rwanda), Col. Mousse 
Traore (Mali), Omar Bongo 
(Gabon), Gen. Felix Mallows 
(Chad) and James Man Cham 
(Seychelles).

$8m to be paid in settlement of 

1974 Turkish DC-10 crash case

LOS ANGELES, April 18 (R). 

Forty-three Japanese fami- 
lies have agreed to accept a 
settlement of about $8 million 
for toe deaths of relatives kil- 
led in a DC- 10 plane crash in 
Paris in 1974, federal court 
sources said here yesterday. 

The agreement virtually end- 
ed a protracted legal battle 
over toe disaster in .which 346 
lives were lost --the worst 
in aviation history until last 
month’s crash of two Boeing- 
747 aircraft in toe Canary Is- 
lands which killed 577 people. 

The only outstanding case is 
the claim of a New York moth- 
er whose daughter was killed, 
the sources said. 

The New . York case is com- 
plicated because the family of 
20-year-old Nancy Kalinsky is 
suing for additional punitive 
damages, claiming the DC-10's 
builders were criminally negli- 
gent in the construction of the 
plane. 

The Turkish Airlines DC-JQ 
crashed in woods outside Paris 
after a rear crago door was 
torn away. The plane depres- 
surised in mid-air, tearing np 
the floor and cutting the con- 
trols beneath it 

The Japanese families origi- 
nally sued for punitive damage 
es too, as well as compensa- 
tory damages. 

They won an important le- 
gal breakthrough when a fede- 
ral judge ruled for the first 
time it was constitutional to al- 
low punitive damages in a 
death suit 

But the judge’s ruling was 
challenged and trial lawyers 
said the settlement for the 
Japanese could have been held 


up for years while the issue 
was argued in appeals courts. 

The out-of-court settlements 
were reached last Thursday as 
a federal court" jury was about 
to return a : verdict in four of 
the cases. 

The settlement releases the 
plane’s makers, McDonnell Do- 
uglas and General Dynamics, 
from any claims for punitive 
damages in toe cases involving 
the Japanese victims. 

Lawyer Lee Kreindler, re- 
presenting the Japanese, said 
his clients at first insisted on
